The other day we had some ‘observations in this colu non the 
defeat which the Government at Home suffered in a division on a 
Labour member's ‘Bill which aimed at removing certain disquali- 
fications suffered by women. That measure was not acceptable to 
the Government for a number of reasons, oneof which was that it 
was shortly introducing its own legislation on.the subject. We 8ée, 
from the latest Home papers to hand, that the Government Bill 


has now been issued, and that it is a most compendious enactment., 


It removes the disqualification of sex from civjl professions and 
other duties, including those of jury service. At one stroke, it 
‘wipes out the cause for many grievances held by women for years 
past and no doubt will ‘be warmly welcomed in feminist-movenient 
Circles. As an indication of the hopes that are repoged in it, it is 
interesting to note that an intended appeal from the refusal of the 
Benchers of the Middle Temple to admit a lady candidate as a-Bar 
‘student is now being abandoned. . oO, 
tt is worth recalling that the movement for opening the Bar 
to women, which was initiated in 1919 by Mr. Holford Knight, was 
gubsequently expanded into Lord Buckmaster’s Bill opening both 
branches of the legal profession to women. This brought matters 
‘toa head. Ever-since that time, organisations”in all parts of the 
country have consistently supported these reforms, and other 
applications of the principle of the removal of sex barriers have 
gradually’ been’ adopted, the last to be ‘advocated being that, of 
service on’ juries. The Labour Party's Women’s Emancipa- 
-tion' Bill... which ‘also, contemplated these reforms, became 
overloaded with a large expansion of the suffrage in 
regard to -women, and that was the reason why the Govern- 
mentopposed it. The new Government Bill, however, ‘covers the 
Jegal question.

But how 
will that be remedied by the 
provision ‘of wider educational 
facilities? It is admitted that, 
even if not doing bard work, these 
children “spend long hours in or 
about factory or workshop pre- 
inises.”” Well, even if compulsory 
‘education were to-be provided, 
is to become of the 
children after schoo! hours? On 
the Government’sown admission, 
the parents have no place for 
their safe custody. It is harmful 
for children to be in factories. for 
long hours, whether they are 
hard at work or not. But we 
venture to say that many of them 


iFare engaged in employ ment which 


is by no means light, and that 
they are sent to work becaisethey 
are wartted to bring money into 


years. More education will not 
Temedy ‘that. -At any rate, the 
Government might have agreed 
to make som regulations regard- 
ing child labour in factories, even 
if it could not accept the Sanitary 
Board recommendations in their 
entirety. Besides, it has not 
touched the question’ “of the 
employment,of children in-carry- 
ing Leavy burdens in the streets. 
Child labour is being exploited in 
many ways here. The Goverr- 
ment must be aware of the’ fact. 
But its policy is’one of “wait 
and see.” ‘ 


HARBOUR POLLUTION, |. 


People using the ferry-boats 
during the past few days have 
been deeply interested in the sight 
of w.big steamer moored in the 
centre of the harbour, having 
aboard some thousands of coolies 
returning to China after service 
with the Labour Corps. Ithas been 
most engrossing tosee hundreds of 
these coolies ranged alongside the 
rails of the ship, purchasing little 
delicacies from sampan’ people 
hanging round the vessel. The 
ferries have been running quite 
close to.the boat, and, so fat as one 
could seé, these returnéd war- 
workers have appeared to be quite 
a happy lot of fellows. But they 
also have some rather dis- 
gusting habits, and it is in 
order. to make a remark or 
two on this point that these 
Hnes-are written, A veader in- 
forms us that yesterday morning 
/- whilst the ferry-boat was passing 
this steamer a number of these 
coolies were comporting them- 
selves in a manner which was 
filty to the point of extreme in- 
decency: This might dot have 
greatly mattered had the boat 
‘been in a less conspicuous part of 
the harbour and had’ there been 
no ladies on the ferry. But the 
disgusting sights ‘which ‘were 
yesterday thrust upon the notice 
of ferry passengers ought never 
tobe possible in a port like this. 
Rather thah that they shouldbe 
repeated in the future, it-would be 
far better if ships bringing huge 
‘batches of: these coolies, whose 
ideas on.sakitary mutters are’ not 
altogether what they might.be, 
were moored elsewhere than in 


the main fairway.of the harbour. .

Let us take 
our experience of her methods in 
Hongkong, where the British and 
the German trader worked along- 
side each other and handled ‘goods 
which were not produced in Pro- 
tectionist countries —- British, 
goods, to wit. The reason why 
the German encroached success- 
fully on our preserves here, and 
got ‘away with the bacon, was 
because of his’ different. method 
of doing . business. He was 
content to work longer hours, and 
harder when he was at it, than 
his British competitor; his business 
was better organised; he appro- 
ached and met his Chinese clients 
lin a different spirit; in short, he’ 
went out after business; we waited 
tilk it fellinto ourlap. So, fight- 
ing us on equal terms, so far as 
many of the goods were concerned, 
he was able to bedt us. May not 
the very attributes which enabled 
him to caoture markets here, 
accourit for his greater success in 
world-commerce? Efficiency, not 
Protection, won him bis laurels.
